2. THE REPUBLIC OF CHINA HAS NOT. SINCE IT ARRIVED ON TAIWAN, 
PLACED A PREMIUM ON YOUTH IN GOVERNMENT OR OTHER INSTITUTIONS. 
AT THE TIME OF CHIANG CHING- KUO' S ACCESSION TO 

THE PREMIERSHIP IN 1972, THE PRESIDENT WAS 84; VICE 
PRESIDENT, 67; THE CABINET AVERAGED 65; THE 
AVERAGE AGE OF THE LEGISLATIVE YUAN WAS 67, OF 
THE NATIONAL ASSEMBLY, 64; OF THE CONTROL YUAN, 

OVER 70. SINCE PREMIER CHIANG THEN - AGED 62 - TOOK OVER IN 1972, 
THERE HAS BEEN A DISTINCT INFLUX OF " YOUTH" INTO THE GOVERN- 
MENT. THE GENERAL LEVEL, HOWEVER, IS NOT YOUTHFUL BY OTHER 
COUNTRIES' STANDARDS. MEN COMING INTO POSITION OF 
INFLUENCE IN THE ROC ARE OFTEN DESCRIBED AS BEING 
" YOUNG" WHEN IN THEIR LATE 40’ S OR EARLY 50' S.

EXCEPTION MAY BE THE YOUTH LEADERSHIP AMONG DISSIDENT 
MOVEMENTS. THERE ARE NO FORMAL DISSIDENT MOVEMENTS AS 
SUCH: HOWEVER, THERE IS POTENTIAL LEADERSHIP IN CERTAIN 
ELEMENTS WHICH PROFESS DISSIDENT VIEWS, BUT THESE 
LEADERS WOULD COME TO PROMINENCE ONLY FROM A RADICAL

C. THE YOUNG POLITICAL LEADER/ MILITARY/ BUREAUCRAT

THERE IS CONSIDERABLE MOVEMENT AMONG ELECTIVE OFFICIALS, 

KMT PARTY OFFICIALS, AND GOVERNMENT FUNCTIONARIES. 

POLITICAL LEADERS MAY COME FROM EITHER OF THESE 
CATEGORIES OR FROM THE MILITARY. 

D. THE ONLY ORGANIZATION IN THIS CATEGORY WHICH MIGHT 
POSSIBLY HAVE IMPACT ON US INTERESTS WOULD BE THE 
CHINA YOUTH CORPS, BUT UNLESS IT CHANGES RADICALLY, 

IT IS UNLIKELY TO PLAY A MAJOR ROLE. WHETHER ITS IMPACT 
ON US INTEREST IS FAVORABLE OR UNFAVORABLE WOULD DEPEND ON
